which is the outcome of the case of 
Jose Assia, a sailor on the ship Po­ 
lonia, charged witji killing John Orlin, 
while the vessel was cruising in the 
w aters about Hayti last July.

to a rebellion in Hayti at the time, 
th ere was no established form of law 
T he 
Polonia, 
however, being regis­ 
tered as a Cuban ship, under tho mil­ 
itary governm ent of Governor General 
Wood. 
In addition the Polonia sailed 
under the American Hag and her own­ 
ership was vested in Am ericans re­ 
siding in New York city. 
All these 
things brought up the question w heth­

Officially 
the order placing 
R osecrans In th e shot's of I foil C arlos 
Hill ll sim ply tatn b lish ed the d e p a rt­ 
m ent of the C um berland, n m ilitary 
d istric t com prising cast T ennessee and 
the g ro w n # within the Confederate 
states of A labam a am i Georgia yet to 
be captured. 
T he otlicial order from tho w ar de­ 
partm ent designated Itoserrans* force 
th e F o u rteen th corps, b ut the com ­ 
m and becam e quickly fam ous as the 
Army of the C um berland. 
I lie new 
lender a t once set bls colum ns In mo­ 
tion to Nashville, w hich w as the base 
of F ederal supplies w hen the troop* 
w ere 
operating 
in 
Tennessee. 
Th* 
C onfederates had th eir eyes upon the 
recapture of Nashville. 
T he C onfederates of th e w est had 
never recovered from the chagrin they 
felt over th e abandonm ent of N ashville 
by th e arm y afte r G ran t’s victory at 
D onelson in February, 1862. N ashville 
w as the key to Tennessee and southern 
K entucky. 
It w as In the hope of re­ 
covering th a t point th a t G eneral Al- 
l>ert Sidney Johnston took desperate 
chances In attack in g G ran t a t Shiloh, 
alm ost a t the borders of M ississippi. 
lie expected to sm ash G ran t and send 
him Hying back to the Ohio river and 
clear th e roud for his m en in gray to 
m arch hack to N ashville. 
T h a t plan 
failed, aud the next move w as begun 
by Bragg la m idsum m er, 1862, w hen 
he 
started 
from 
C hattanooga 
and 
pushed his w ay rapidly to the Ohio, 
d raw ing Buell and a large p a rt of 
G ra n ts C orinth arm y no rth w ard to 
head lim off from Louisville and C in­ 
cinnati. 
| 
Failing in his object to got a foot- 
• bold in K entucky, B ragg retraced his 
steps to T ennessee in October, planted 
i his arm y a t M urfreesboro and dis- 
1 patched a force to cap tu re N ashville, 
I then held by u sm all F ed eral garrison. 
I B ut R osecrans cam e to the field full of 
1 fight and rushed his advance colum ns 
I across the K entucky border to N ash­ 
ville. 
The fresh troops reached the 
scene in tim e to repulse a strong a t­ 
tack by C onfederate in fan try support­ 
ed by I'i'uvm. b cavalry, 
lin s affair 
w as the chief incident o f the so culled 
siege of N ashville, in so far as the 
m ain line of defense w as concerned. 
B ut the C onfederates d id n ’t re st w ith 
sim ply a show of stren g th in fro n t of 
th e N ashville defenses. 
W ith N ash­ 
ville as a base the F ederals relied upon 
railw ay com m unications w ith Louis­ 
ville, and upon these th e southern cav­ 
alry m ade num erous raids. T he noted 
Jo h n Ii. M organ dashed upon th e post 
a t H artsville, Term., one night and 
cap tu red a w hole F ederal brigade. A t 
th e sam e tim e Joe W heeler raided the 
territo ry w est of the line. 
B ut in spite 
of raid s and forays in th e rear llose- 
eran s opened the road to Louisville and 
kept it open, m eanw hile reorganizing 
his new arm y for an a tta ck upon 
B ragg’s principal cam p. 
The A rm y of the C um berland as it 
cam e into Rosecrans* h an d s w as a Mot­ 
ley m ass of troops. 
In th e scare of 
B rag g ’s invasion new regim ents in the 
cam ps in Ohio aud K entucky had been 
ru sh ed to th e fro n t to fill in veteran 
brigades. T here w as a nucleus of old 
troops th a t had been w ith Buell a t 
Shiloh, but divisions an d b rigades had 
been changed, old leaders had been 
lost in b attle, an d th e arm y w hich had 
fallen back in haste across T ennessee 
to th e cen ter of K en tu ck y in th e face 
of advancing C onfederates and fought 
heroically w ith o u t scoring a g reat vic­ 
tory a t P erry v ille needed reorganiza­ 
tion before it could go fo rw ard to a t­ 
tac k a foe in his chosen stronghold, 
R osecrans cam e to his new arm y and 
new enterprise fresh from a g re at tri­ 
um ph a t C orinth Oct. 3 and 4. In re­ 
pulsing th e C onfederates under E arl 
Van H orn and S terling Price, lioee- 
craus had probably saved the fru its of 
D oneison an d Shiloh in th e w est. W hen 
C orinth w as fought, G ran t w as tied 
up th ere w ith a large arm y, w hile 
Buell 
w as confronted in 
K entucky 
w ith a large force of C onfederates u n ­ 
der B ragg. B ragg w an ted help in his 
cam paign, and Van D om and P rice 
w ere th e only hope. 
If they could 
sm ash th e arm y a t C orinth an d break 
up G ra n t’s reserve a t M em phis, there 
w ould be no hope of getting re-enforce­ 
m ents to Buell. 
T he d efeat of Van 
D om left B ragg alone on unfriendly 
soil, for th e K entuckians d idn’t rise to 
welcom e his invasion. 
So it w as not one of those accidents 
o f . choice w hich often w ork m ischief 
w hich placed R osecrans in th e saddle 
ut th e head of the biggest arm y in the 
west. A leader w as needed, and G ran t 
had done nothing of account since Shi­ 
loh. It w as even talk ed of in W ashing­ 
ton to place R osecrans a t th e head of 
the A rm y of th e Potom ac in th e shoes 
of “ L ittle M ac,” w ho had fallen into 
disfavor for not pitching the cam paign 
In V irginia a fte r A ntietam . 
B ut the 
experim ent of im porting a w estern 
general to th e east had failed in the 
case of John Pope, w hose disastrous 
cam paign a t M anassas had cast a 
gloom over th e country. So th e choice 
for a new bead on the Potom ac fell to 
B urnside, w ho had w on laurels in 
N orth C arolina and had also fought 
j w ith the A rm y of th e Potom ac a t South 


and 
Rose 
M ountain an d A ntietam , 
gratis stayed in th e w est. 
R oseeruns w as a m an for n w estern 
lender, H is m en christened him “Old 
Rosy,” and he w as a a o ld le r.after their 
ow n heart, A ready lighter, im pulsive 
arui dem ocratic, 
tho 
troops 
readily 
adopted him aa a hero. W hen he first 
rode along th e lines at N ashville, the 
soldiers gave th e new leader an en th u ­ 
siastic welcom e In th eir usual hearty 
and inform al w ay, shouting “H u rra h 
for Old Rosy! 
W e’ll give It to B ragg 
now !” 
B osecrana 
responded 
In 
an 
equally inform al w ay. 
Said he: "All 
right, box s. 
B rngg is a good dog, but 
H oldfast is a b ette r.” 
A t th a t the 
men cln 'em l. am i his speech becam e 
the keynote for the hnrd tim es ahead. 
A few (I iy s later R osecrans rode out 
th the rear, 
w hen' th e enem y w as 
th reaten in g to raid his com m unica­ 
tions w ith Louisville. 
C om ing to 'a 
ford over tile C um berland, w hich wua 
very im portant, he said to th e officer in 
com m a n d o f th e guard, "Colonel, can 
you hold th is ford?” 
"I can try , sir,” w as the response. 
"Colonel, can you hold th is ford?” 
repeated the chief w arm ly. 
“ I will die before I give It up, sir.” 
"Colonel, can you hold th is ford?” 
persist tai tile general sharply. 
"Yes. sir.” 
"T hat will do,” said R osecrans and 
w ent bis w ay along th e lines. 
R osecrans organized his arm y for a 
fighting m achine. T he post of honor In 
th e cen ter w as given to T hom as, an 
a ct of prescience, it m ight seem, but 
really oidy a stroke of good judgm ent. 
T hom as had n ot done very m uch fight­ 
ing because he h a d n 't had a chance, 
b u t his face show ed th a t he w as the 
m an to stan d like a rock in b attle. Th# 
wisdom of th e choice w as quickly 
proved, for on tw o critical occasions 
th e c en ter under the stubborn O ld w ar­ 
rior saved the day for R osecrans. 
The right w ing of th e arm y w as giv­ 
en to G eneral A lexander M cDowell 
McCook, a brillian t but unlucky fight­ 
er. McCook had won laurels a t Shiloh 
and in num erous other affairs, b u t his 
corps w as involved in th e d isaster a t 
P erryville the Nth of O ctober. T he iii 
fortune a t P erryville w as not due to 
M cCook’* blunder, b u t to battlefield 
luck, an d it w as only fa ir to th e gal­ 
lant soldier to give him a n o th er chance 
In com m and of a w ing of th e arm y. 
M cCodk’s brother. G eneral R obert L. 
McCook, 
lad been killed du rin g the 
K entucky Invasion, and his uncle and 
fath er, together w ith several brothers 
an d cousins, w ere serving in th e Fed­ 
eral cam ps. 
F o r leader of the left w ing Kose- 
erau s chose G eneral T hom as L. C rit­ 
tenden. the noted K entuckian. 
Among 
his own people C rittenden w as know n 
as Tom, for th e fam ily w as large and 
sent out m ore th an one soldier. 
Gener- 
a George B. ( rittendeh, a younger 
brother of Tom , w ent w ith th e south. 
and it w as his arm y w hich T hom as de­ 
feated a t Mill Springs, Ivy., in Jauu-
